The College Proposition. 


Wo are glad to note the interest th at 
is being awakened in the college en­ 
terprise. No one wdio gives a few 
moments of careful attention to the 
proposition of establishing a college in 
our midst can, we think, fail to see 
the advantages to our city and county 
in saving tiie $30,000 we are already 
sending out of our midst every year to 
educate our children abroad; in losing 
to us thousands of dollars to be spent 
In our midst for culture and scholar­ 
ship; in adding to our society scores 
of families of wealth, enterprise and 
social position, who shall help build 
up our public schools, our churches, 
banks, stores, mills and machine-shops 
—every enterprise of our city and 
commonwealth; that shall help us de­ 
velop the unbounded resources of our 
county and bring to light her stores of 
wealth that now lie hid and useless; 
who shall line our streets with resi­ 
dences, and dot our rich valleys with 
thriving homes, and become to us and 
the county wo honor and have chosen 
as the homes of ourselves and our 
children new wealth and new glory. 
Take from our city a hundred of our 
choice homes and tho families to 
which they now belong; take from our 
county a hundred of her orange groves, 
her vineyards and her gardens, with 
the citizens who have planted and 
cared for them and new enjoy their 
beauty ar.d wealth, and contemplate, 
if you can, our loss. 
But why are 
there not a thousand instead of a hun­ 
dred? 
Surely uot for the want of 
places in ourcity for fine homes, either 
on airy hill-top or in rich valley, for 
they are here without number; and 
thousands of acres, unsurp isscd i n 
any land, are waiting for the honest 
heart, the earnest enterprise and the 
strong arm of the Granger. T hous­ 
ands of Eastern people visit us every 
year and do not deny the fine prospect 
of our city nor the great richness of 
our soil, nor beauty of climate, 
yet 
go away to return no more to us. 
Could we show these people through 
the halls of such a college as it is pro­ 
posed to establish amoug us, w ith its 
wide range of departments; and could 
they see among us three or four hun­ 
dred students, the choice of the land, 
thousands 
more 
of 
them 
would 
be 
induced 
to 
stay 
with 
us, 
and thousands more 
would come

all what it is proposed to do. 
Mr. 
H a s k i n s , and parties associated with 
him, pledge themselves, on condition, 
that suitable grounds and buildings 
be furnished by this county, to cstab- 
a college with the following depart­ 
ments: 
First—Academical 
Depart­ 
ment, in which instruction shall be 
given in Spanish, German, French, 
Latin, Greek, Hebrew, H igher M ath­ 
ematics, Science, etc. Second—Acad­ 
emical Department, in which students 
shall be prepared for the higher de­ 
partment. 
Third — Department 
of 
Painting and Drawing. Fourth—Com­ 
mercial Department, in which instruc­ 
tion shall be given in book-keeping, 
plain and ornamental penmanship, 
card-marking, etc. F ifth—Conserva­ 
tory of Music. To be at once a college 
where music may be studied, both as 
a science and an art, this department 
will be put into the hands of one of the 
most accomplished 
musicians and 
teachers to be found in any land, and 
we believe if this project is carried out 
that Los Angeles will have the honor 
of establishing the first Conservator}’ 
of Music on the coast, and great 
things 
are 
expected 
from 
it 
by 
Mr. 
H a s k i n s , 
in 
building 
up 
the school 
interests of this 
new 
college. 
Thus 
we 
havo 
brought 
to our very doors a college with the 
widest range of clepartmonts of any 
school on the coast, and we look upon 
it as the great opportunity for Los 
Angeles. 
I t is estimated th at one 
thousand residences are going up in 
Oakland this year, and half of the 
people would tell you that they came 
there on account of hcrschcols. 
W hy 
should it not be so with Los Angeles? 
Mr. H a s k i n s built up a large school 
in the East somewhat on this plan, 
and has the highest recommendations 
possible, both from tlie East and from 
this Coast. 
It is proposed to form a 
Joint-stock company, about which 
more will be said hereafter. 
It re­ 
mains to be seen w hat our people will 
do, w hether this college shall come 
here or go elsewhere. 


S a c r a m e n t o 
arrested 
Professor 
W i l l i a m 
D e n t o n a few evenings 
since, and detained him in jail until 
tho middle of the next day. The 
cause of the arrest was the refusal of 
the Professor to pay lecturer’s license. 
Professor D e n t o n asserts that he has 
lectured all over the United States, 
and never was asked to pay a license 
anywhere except inStocktonand Sac­ 
ramento. 
At the first named place 
the authorities did not enforce tiie col- 
lectian. 
The Sacramento officers no 
doubt strained a point to arrest D e n ­ 


t o n . 
C a n o n 
K i n g s l e y , 
A g a s s i z , 
and others have lectured there w ith­ 
out a license. The treatm ent of Prof. 
D e n t o n was an outrage of which the 
respectable citizens of the Capital city 
are properly ashamed.

where tithes and rents due religious 
houses were kept. 


Salaries of School Teachers. 


In Clinton, Illinois, the ta x p a y e rs 
are taking stops for reducing the sala­ 
ries of school teachers to a m axim um 
with other labor. This» is a wise step. 
School teachers, male and female, are 
absorbing all the money in the coun­ 
try. 
W e do not know a school teacher 
who has been at the business six 
months who is not a bloated aristo­ 
crat, ami an inflated 
bondholder. 
They overestim ate their services and 
are paid entirely too m uch 
money. 
Those Illinois pigheads have dug out 
a briUiaut idea. 
They are w is e - 
wise as owls—ami deserve tho thanks 
of the nation for having tho courage 
to strike a blow for freedom from the 
thraldom of 
school teachers. 
We 
never happened to pass through Clin­ 
ton, Illinois, and we do not have tho 
honor of an acquaintance with Clin­ 
ton’s leading citizens, and we are glad 
sf it, luit we will bet a Los Angeles 
orange against a sucker pumpkin that 
not a single man signing the call for a 
meeting to reduce the 
salaries of 
school teachers has tho am ount of 
common sense aiul education requisite 
for teaching a primary class in a coun­ 
try school. 
“ Reduce the salaries of 
school teachers to the m axim um of 
other labor.” The thing is simply im ­ 
possible. Those salaries are below the 
minim um now. 
W hy, as a class, 
school teachers are the hardest worked, 
most abused, least appreciated and 
poorest paid public benefactors the 
world frowns upon. Educators arc re­ 
garded as people who are paid a hand­ 
some sum for doing nothing. The 
young m an or young woman who 
takes a district school and performs 
labor that would have made H e r ­ 


c u l e s tremble, is paid his or her mis­ 
erable pittance of a salary in that 
grudging spirit which plainly says 
“ You have not earned this money, 
but we give it to you In charity.” In 
cities the same feeling is manifested, 
though in a lesser degree. 
It is noth­ 
ing that a person shall devote the best 
ten years of life to fitting himself or 
herself for the profession of school 
teaching. 
It is nothing that they 
wear out their patience and impaii 
their health in the endless struggle to 
overcome the natural dumbness of 
bullet-headed young ones. They must 
not expect larger wages than is paid 
the 
plow-boy 
or 
tho dairy-maid. 
Those Clinton, Illinois people know 
no difference between the person who 
teaches their children and the man 
who cleans out their stables. 
H um an­ 
ity runs to stomach as naturally as a 
crab travels backward. A m an will 
spend five dollars per week on beer 
and whisky and think he gets the 
worth of his money, but when asked 
to piiy i* t**2£ of one dollar per men th 
to support the district 
school, he 
growls out th at the money is thrown 
away. Millions for the stomach but 
not a cent for theliead. School teach­ 
ers salaries are so low now, that men 
and women who have sense enough 
to teach school, only remain in the 
school room until an opportunity for 
something better oilers. School teach­ 
ing is a profession, and there are com­ 
paratively few who excel in it. 
Toor 
school teachers, like'poor doctors, poor 
lawyers, and poor editors, do not earn 
even the small pay they receive, but a 
good school teacher is invaluable to 
the com m unity receiving his or her 
services, and deserves a better salary 
than is usually paid. 
Our schools 
would be better taught and our chil­ 
dren better educated if teachers were 
paid better salaries than they now re­ 
ceive. W hen people learn to regard 
school teachers in tho light of bene­ 
factors—as the moulders of the risinar 
generation—and not as public chari­ 
ties, we shall hear no more about re­ 
ducing their salaries to the m axim um 
of the farm laborer. This, however, 
will not happen until there have been 
a number of venerable funerals in and 
around Clinton, Illinois. 


T h e women are obtaining their 
rights to an extent which ought to be 
alarm ing to young men. 
A recent 
case in New York was decided on the 
basis that when a man tells a woman 
that he considers her as his wife,or,in 
language ever so vague, conveys that 
impression to her, she is and shall be 
regarded as his wife. 
In another case 
the private statement was sustained 
on the unsupported evidence of the 
woman, though the man swore like 
our arm y in Flanders that no such ad­ 
mission had ever been made. She was 
held to he his wife, although lie had 
subsequently married another woman 
by whom he had several children. 
Young men, beware. 
If the woman is 
pretty, though ever so unscrupulous, 
her word will weigh heavily; yea, 
even more heavily than yours, w ith a 
jury. 
You aro in danger of being m ar­ 
ried almost before you know it. 


T h e N a p t h a l y -D e Y o u n g street 
shooting is differently described by 
different papers. The Post and Chron­ 
icle blow through the same pipe, and 
make D e Y o u n g a nice little fellow, 
who is too recently out of Sunday 
school to shoot well. Tho other pa­ 
pers describe the affair as it happened, 
and show th at the reason N a p t i i a l y 
was not assassinated is due to the want 
of nerve on the part of the individual 
who undertook the job. 


T h e r e are twenty-seven hundred 
places paying retail liquor license iu 
San Francisco. The average number 
of men directly interested in each of 
these places is estimated at four. This 
will give at least ten thousand license 
votes from the saloons alone. The 
brewers will poll one thousand votes, 
and the wholesale liquor houses one 
thousand five hundred votes. Of these 
twelve thousand five hundred votes, 
the Indies cannot control a single one. 


Government Timber. 


There la no Justification to be urged 
for the act of despoiling Government 
land of its timber. 
W e know the pre­ 
vailing idea is that to rob the Govern­ 
m ent is not a crime. 
Men do not hes­ 
itate to steal from the Government, 
who would not ho caught swindling 
an individual for ever so much money. 
Church members, pious citizens, a id 
Sunday school teachers, like General 
H o w a r d , will steal from the Govern­ 
m ent while repeating the Ten Com­ 
mandments. 
Tho Government is a 
silly goose that everybody plucks, blit 
after all it is wrong to steal the tim ­ 
ber from Government land. 
If the 
act only robbed tho Government we 
should not object, but it is not the Gov­ 
ernm ent that suffers. 
It is the par­ 
ties who purchase the land that are 
wronged. The Government makes no 
reduction in the price of land after 
every stick of timber has been cut 
from it. 
Ono m an m ay steal ten 
thousand dollars worth of wood from 
a quarter section of land, yet the pur­ 
chaser must pay just tho same for it 
that he would did all the timber still 
stand on the soil. 
It is the future set­ 
tler whom the Government tirnber- 
stealcr wrongs. 
On the Government 
land to the north and east of San Fer­ 
nando, we understand, there are about 
seventy men 
employed in cutting 
wood. A stop should be put to this, 
and that immediately. 
The parties 
engaged in this business are liable to 
a heavy penalty, and we hope the law 
will be rigidly enforced. Several ar­ 
rests, for offenses of this character, 
have already been made, and we are 
informed one offender is now in cus­ 
tody, awaiting an investigation of his 
ease. Others will bo arrested in a few 
days. Men who engage to cut wood, 
by tho day or cord, for other parties 
on Government land, will do well to 
remember that they, and not their 
employers, will be held amenable to 
the law they are violating. The plea 
that they arecutting this timber from 
railroad land has no weight. 
The 
railroad lias no land beyond the end of 
the track, and if they do not com­ 
ply with the conditions on which the 
alternate sections were donated, the 
land reverts to the Government and 
is open to pre-emption. 
Not an acre 
of the land now being despoiled of its 
timber really belongs to the railroad 
company, and the probabilities are 
that it never will belong to them. One 
thing is certain, the parties who are 
felling the forests very well under­ 
stand that neither the land nor its 
products belong them. 
They know 
they are violating the law; and if the 
officers perform their duty, they will 
be made to sutler the severest penalty 
for such violation. 


A Murmur from the Stranger. 


A stranger—a man of means looking 
for something in which to invest his 
money—remarked on the street tiie 
other day, that the business men of 
Los Angeles, or at least a portion of 
them, did not extend that welcome to 
new-comers which courtesy and a 
proper regard for the prosperity of the 
city demanded. 
He said when lie 
w ent into the valley among the farm ­ 
ers and fruit-growers, lie found cordial 
friends, willing to give him whatever 
information they possessed relative to 
the valley, its products and resources. 
But in the-city, the atmosphere was 
chilly, not to say decidedly cold. Bus­ 
iness men shut themselves up like an 
oyster and looked askance at the new­ 
comer, as if fearful th a t lie might, if 
he located here, interfere with their 
schemes—break up their little monop­ 
olies. W e do not know how much 
truth there is in this, but if such a 
feeling exists, even in a limited de­ 
gree, it is- unworthy of a community, 
and if persisted in will prove a serious 
drawback to the advancement and 
prosperity of the city. 
We should get 
rid of any feeling of jealousy; we can­ 
not afford to continue an indulgence 
in the clam proclivities that charac­ 
terized old Los Angeles. 
The dog in 
the manger was guilty of double-mur­ 
der. He starved himself and the horse 
to death. 
We w ant men of means, 
energy and enterprise to conic among 
us. 
We want a few million dollars 
and a few thousand live m en—men 
who will open stores, establish m anu­ 
factories, build houses and inaugurate 
new trades. N either the money nor 
tho men will come if, in place of ex­ 
tending a cordial welcome to all com­ 
ers, we turn them the cold shoulder, 
and when questioned as to our business 
facilities and the opportunities for 
opening up new industries, we become 
dumb or speak only to discourage and 
repel. W e have the richest valley, 
the finest climate and the most beau­ 
tiful city in the State; let us prove our­ 
selves a generous, open-hearted, hos­ 
pitable people. 
We hope the stranger 
was mistaken, or at least that his con­ 
victions were produced through his 
having been so unfortunate as to have 
fallen in with one of the few remain­ 
ing representatives of a class of old 
fossils who live hall a century to learn 
the lesson of a decade. 


N e w s p a p e r s are frequently accused 
of blackmailing, but they are more 
sinned against than sinning. 
A cor­ 
poration will not support a paper that 
dares tell the truth about it. A theater 
will not advertise in a paper that says 
its performance was as it often is—poor. 
“Stop my paper,” yells the wooden 
actor who is not puffed in every Issue. 
“Give us a good notice,” demands the 
manager of a dead-beat show who has 
just inserted a two-dollur “ ad.” And 
so on ad infinitum. 
W hat is this but 
blackmailing a newspaper? 


T i i e California Granger, published 
at San Jose, has been enlarged and 
otherwise improved. 
It is a five-col­ 
umn page quarto, well filled with m at­ 
ter or interest to the farmer. 


More Monumental Foliy. 


A movement is on foot in W ashing­ 
ton to induce a Congressional appro­ 
priation of one hundred thousand dol­ 
lars to beexpended in marble or bronze 
commemoration of C h a s e , G r e e l e y , 
S e w a r d and S u m n e r . 
The fact that 
these four men were the pioneers in 
the anti-slavery movement is urged 
as a reason why their memory should 
he thus perpetuated. 
We do not in­ 
dorse the proposition. 
W hile we are 
willing to acknowledge the abolition 
of slavery as one of the greatest acts of 
the nineteenth century, we are not so 
ready to indorse tho means by which 
the end was attained. 
Had the step 
been accomplished at a lesser cost in 
money and with a lesser sacrifice of 
blood and happiness, we should have 
been one of the most enthusiastic ad­ 
vocates of statues, monuments aud 
other commemorative signs in perpet­ 
uation of tlio memory of the great 
anti-slavery pioneers. 
But the re­ 
moval of the stain upon our National 
honor lias not been accomplished with­ 
out pain and expense. Tho blemish 
has gone, hut it has left an ugly scar— 
a scar th at will last and be pointed out 
after marble statues have crumbled to 
dust. 
W e need no statues to perpetu­ 
ate the memory of the pioneers in the 
anti-slavery movement, nor of those 
who broke the chains of bondage and 
bade the hum an slave stand forth a 
freeman. 
Their memory lives in the 
heart of the Nation,anti will he rem em ­ 
bered so long as t lie stars and stripes are 
recognized as tho emblem of free 
thought and the banner of a free people. 
One of these same men whose m emory 
we are asked to write in bronze and 
chisel in marble, often stood up in his 
place on tiie Senate floor in opposition 
to measures designed to perpetuate the 
memory of the rebellion. 
Were lie 
living to-day, no m an would more 
earnestly and eloquently oppose the 
purpose of this appropriation than 


C h a r l e s S u m n e r . 
Could the silent 
pen of H o r a c e G r e e l e y again feel 
the animation of the past, it would 
write, “ Let my works be my monu­ 
ment.” 
S a l m o n P. C h a s e and W i l ­ 


l ia m H . S e w a r d would add their pro­ 
test, and appeal to that of their great 
co-workers. Not one of the four would 
ask other incentives to memory than 
those they have written on the pages 
of their N ation’s history. 
Let us have 
none of this statue-nionument busi­ 
ness. 
W e need our money for other 
purposes. 
Let us pay our debts, and 
indulge in bronze and marble after. 
Let us remove the bond and greenback 
monuments of the rebellion before we 
build others of marble. 
Let us appro­ 
priate money for the education and 
support of the widows and orphans and 
the maimed and the helpless who 
daily remind us of the sacrifice we 
have made, that ours m ight be a free 
people in fact as well as in name. 
W hen these signs have passed away; 
when the widow’s weeds are no longer 
seen; when the orphan’s appeal is no 
longer heard; when there are no more 
empty sleeves and no more soldiers of 
the rebellion; when the National debt 
has ceased to exist, and when taxes 
have been reduced to tiie level of yore; 
when the devastated territory again 
blooms and the harvest is abundance; 
when the plowshare no longer turns 
up mementoes of the rebellious strife; 
when all these signs and monum ents 
of the dark and bloody storm which 
swept slavery from the land have 
passed away, and we are once more a 
united, prosperous and happy people, 
then we may, if so Inclined, cast 
bronze and chisel marble images of 
civil and military heroes; but until 
that day arrives let us remember the 
dead by being just to the living. 


A New Use for the Court House. 


W e have been trying to dispose of 
tiie Court house, and our efforts in 
that direction have eliminated several 
ideas and suggestions from outside 
sources. 
One, and by far the most 
practical yet presented, is to convert 
the Court house into a Government 
building. 
There are r o w tho follow­ 
ing Federal officers located in this city: 
Postmaster, Register and Receiver, 
Gauger, Internal Revenue Collector, 
and United States Court Commis­ 
sioner. A United States District Court 
will be located liere at an early day. 
These officers have offices wherever 
they chance to secure them, and the 
aggregate cost to the Government for 
rent amounts to a considerable sum 
per month. 
Suppose the Government 
should purchase 
the 
Court house, 
which could be done at a cost not ex­ 
ceeding fifty thousand dollars, the Fed­ 
eral offices would all he located con­ 
venient to each other under one roof. 
The first floor of tho Court house 
would m ake a splendid Postoifice. 
Standing, as the building does, alone, 
with a street on each of its four sides, 
renders it very convenient for wagous 
bringing in and taking away the 
mails. The building is well lighted all 
around, and is, besides, located in the 
very center of the city. 
The other 
Federal officers would occupy the sec­ 
ond floor, which is already divided 
into offices and Court-rooms. 
The 
property is just w hat the Governm ent 
wants in this city, and we presume if 
tiie attention of Congressman H o u g h ­ 


t o n was called to the m atter, the 
transfer could he made in a short time. 
The property will never be worth less 
than at present, and the prospects are 
that within the next five years it will 
treble in value.

A n o th e r L etter front Mr. Ailolphno, 
f ' c r k i u s - l l e T a k e s n Sctv H o a r ding 
H o u se —A M ortifying' Mislinp — In

Mn. E d it o r : In my last letter I told 
you something about the trouble in 
M rs._ Blummins’s 
boarding-house, 
brought about by the ill-mannered 
Mrs. Flumm. 
T was in hopes that by 
calling the attention of the public, the 
officers of the law would be awakened 
to a sense of their duty, and that jus­ 
tice would be meted out to tlio dis­ 
turber of our aforetime quiet neigh­ 
borhood.

A LESSON FOR SUNDAY. 


O ne C auso o f T o n a lity am ! G e n e ra l 
C o rru p tio n . 


Tho disclosure, during the'last few 
years, of tho venality of our public 
men, and the prevalence of corruption 
in civil affairs, is astounding to all 
thinking men. The press is filled with 
the disclosures and denunciation of 
crime. To discover tho cause, and ap­ 
ply a remedy, is the great problem 
that all true men are trying to work 
ouh There arc a thousand secondary 
causes in view, which are generally 
accepted as the true cause—the great 
desire for wealth and freedom, 
the 
freedom and comfort which wealth 
affords for natural enjoyment. 
The 
homage which is paid to position and 
wealth is, in the estimation of the 
worldly mind, a sufficient reason to 
obtain' wealth at any price. 
This, 
with the fact that the groat moral 
tone with regard to all business trans­ 
actions^ 1ms been wonderfully weak­ 
ened, so that the sharp practice, and 
keen competition, by which one man 
enriches himself, and forestalls and 
ruins his neighbor, by the advantage 
of his weakness, are excused, and the 
successful man is called fortunate and 
is an object of imitation and envy. In 
this respect there is too little difference 
between the church and the world. 
It 
is true there are some noble excep­ 
tions both in the church and in the 
world; but there are as many excep­ 
tions m one as the other. There is a 
cause for this moral defect, which 
must be discovered before it can be 
remedied. 
Superficial thinkers never 
examine beneath the surface for a 
cause, and their remedies are ex­ 
ternally applied. 
Such men would 
cure till 
tiiis 
moral 
malady 
by 
acts of Congress and Legislatures. 
\Ve would inform such men that the 
cause of this moral corruption lies too 
deep to be healed by external applica­ 
tions. Are not the doctrines and (each- 
int/s of the churches upon the nature 
mid use of religion one cause of this 
venality and corruption ? 
Wo know that what we have said 
will astonish many good church peo- 
pie, and on their account we are sorry 
to be compelled to say it; neverthe­ 
less, it is true. The Bible itself is all 
right, and teaches the grandest code 
of morals the world lias ever seen, 
it 
teaches us to be pure in our conduct, 
honest in our dealings, and unselfish 
iu our claims upon our fellow-men. 
But thedoetrinesof thechurches urges 
tills course of conduct, because it will 
better our prospects ior happiness in 
the next world. 
By them religion is 
regarded only as a means of getting to 
Heaven when wo die, and not as the 
means of bringing Heaven down to 
earth. 
It looks entirely to the future, 
not to the present. 
We have beard 
ministers declare that they have de­ 
sired afllction here, so Unit they might 
claim to lie God’s favorites, and some 
of tlie churches have instituted a sys­ 
tem of bodily afflictions in order to 
enhance tlieir prospects for Heaven. 
To such people there can bono Heaven 
on earth, and they do not expect any. 
W ith them, religion is supposed to 
consist more in what we believe than 
in what wc do. 
Their religion, being 
emotional, subsides in feeling, but 
does not impel to useful acts. They 
are taught that good works contribute 
nothing to salvation, but that we 
should rather regard good works with 
suspicion, lest wc should come to rely 
upon them for salvation. The practi­ 
cal effect of this teaching is, “There is 
nothing to be gained by good, honest, 
faithful conduct—I am to believe my­ 
self to heaven.” And Mr. Wesley 
taught: “ It is a wholesome doctrine 
and full of comfort, that we are saved 
by faith alone, without work.” 
The 
same is taught in all tho churches. 
No matter what the man’s life is, if 
his faith is all right, he is saved. 
Let the churches teach that religion 
is not a feeling or a belief, but that it 
is the product of purpose, thought and 
action. Theso arc the threo factors of 
religion, and in the degree that either 
of theso is deficient, there is failure of 
tho true product. 
Neither is religion 
a means of providing for the future at 
the expenso of the present; but like 
manna it will not keep over another 
day. 
It is for help and comfort every 
day, and to be enjoyed it must be 
brought down into all tlie daily affairs 
of life—not laid up for the future. It 
concerns our relations to men as much 
as our relations to the Lord, and is 
work as well as worship—that no one 
can enter Heaven except in the degree 
that heavenly principies enters into 
daily life. Then will the people cease 
to delude themselves with the vain 
hope of getting to Heaven by thought 
or belief alone. 
The only effectual way to purify po­ 
litical life and banish corruption is to 
make the teachings of the church pure. 
This is the fountain that must be puri­ 
fied if we are to have a pure stream of 
morals How through the land.

Farmers' Declaration of Independence. 


W hen in the course 
of hum an 
events, it becomes necessary for a 
class of people suffering from long 
continued systems of oppression and 
abuse, to arouse themselves from an 
apathetic indifference to their own in­ 
terests, which has become habitual; to 
assume among their feilow citizens 
that equal station, and demand from 
the government they support, those 
equal rights to which the laws of na­ 
ture and of nature’s God entitles them; 
a decent respect for the opinions of 
m ankind requires th at they declare 
the causes that impel them to a course 
so necessary to their own protection. 
W e hold these truths to be self-evi­ 
dent, that all m en are created equal, 
that they are endowed by their Crea­ 
tor with certain inalieanble rights; 
that among these are life, liberty, and 
the pursuit of happiness. 
That to se­ 
cure these rights governments are in­ 
instituted among men, deriving their 
just powers from the consent of the 
governed, that whenever the powers 
of a government become destructive 
of these, either through the injustice 
or inefficiency of its laws, or through 
the corruption of its administrators, it 
is the right of the people to abolish 
such laws, and institute such reforms 
as to them shall seem most likely to 
effect their safety and happiness. Pru­ 
dence indeed will dictate th at laws 
long established shall uot .be changed 
for light and trilling causes, and ac­ 
cordingly, all experience hath shown 
that mankind ate more disposed to 
suffer while evils are sufferable, than 
to right themselves by abolishing the 
laws to which they are accustomed; 
but when a long train of abuses and 
usurpations, pursuing invariably the 
same object, evinces a desire to reduce 
a people under the absolute despotism 
of combinations, tlint, under ttie fos­ 
tering care of government, and with 
wealUi wrung from the people, have 
grown to such gigantic proportions as 
to overshadow all the land, and wield 
an almost irresistible influence for 
their own selfish purposes, in all its 
halls of legislation, it is their right—it 
is their duty to throw off such tyranny, 
and provide new guards for their fu­ 
ture security. 
Such has been the patient suffer­ 
ance of the producing classes of these 
Slates, and such is now the necessity 
which compels them to declare that 
they will use every means save a re­ 
sort to arm s to overthrow this des­ 
potism of monopoly, and to reduce 
all men claim ing the protection of 
American laws to an equality be­ 
fore those laws, making the owner of 
a railroad as ameiiuble thereto as the 
“ veriest beggar that walks the streets, 
the sun and air his sole inheritance.” 
The history of the present railway 
monopoly is a history of repeated in­ 


juries and oppression, all having in 
direct object the establishment ot an 
absolute tyranny over tne people of 
these states unequalled in any mon­ 
archy of the Old World, and having 
its only parallel in the history of 
the Medieval ages, when the strong 
hand 
was the only law, and the 
highways of commerce were taxed by 
the Feudal Barons, who from their 
strongholds, surrounded by their ar­ 
mies of vassals, could levy such trib­ 
ute upon the traveler as their own 
wills alone should dictate 
To prove 
this, let facts be submitted to a candid 
world. 
They have influenced our executive 
officers, to refuse their assent to laws 
the most wholesome and necessary for 
the public good, and when such laxvs 
have been passed they have utterly 
refused to obey them. 
They have procured the passage of 
other laws, for their own benefit alone, 
by which they have put untold mil­ 
lions into their own coffers, to the in­ 
jury of the entire commercial and in­ 
dustrial interests of the country. 
They have influenced legislation to 
suit themselves, by bribing venal leg­ 
islators to betray the true interests of 
their constituents, while others have 
been kept quiet by the compliment of 
free passes. 
They have repeatedly prevented the 
re-election of representatives for op­ 
posing with manly firmness, their in­ 
vasion of the people’s rights. 
They have by false representations 
and subterfuge induced the people to 
subscribe funds to build roads, whose 
rates, when built, are so exorbitant, 
that in many instances transportation 
bv private conveyance is less burden­ 
some. 
They have procured charters by 
which they condemn and appropriate 
our lands without adequate compensa­ 
tion therefor, and arrogantly claim 
that by virtue of these charters they 
are absolutely above the control of 
legal enactmeuts. 
They have procured a law of Con­ 
gress by which they have disposs­ 
essed hundreds 
of farmers 
of the 
homes that by years of toil they have 
built up; ha\-e induced 
others to 
mortgage their farms for roads never 
intended to be built, and after squan­ 
dering the money thus obtained, hax'e 
left their victims to the mercy of 
courts over which they held absolute 
sway. 
They hax’e obstructed the adminis­ 
tration of justice by injunctions pro­ 
cured from venal judges, by legal 
quibbles and appeals from court to 
court, with intent to wear out or ruin 
the prosecutor, openly avowing their 
determination to make it so terrible 
for the public to prosecute them that 
they will not dare undertake it. 
They have virtually made judges 
dependent on their will alone, and 
hax’e procured their appointment for 
the express purpose of reversing a de­ 
cision of the highest court of the na­ 
tion, by which millions were gained 
to them, to the injury of the holders 
of the bonds and the breaking down 
this last safeguard of American free- 
m er. 
They have affected to render them ­ 
selves independent of and superior to 
the civil power, by ordering large 
bodies of hirelings to enforce their un­ 
lawful exactions', and have protected 
them from punishment for an injury 
they m ight inflict upon peaceful citi­ 
zens, while ejecting them from their 
conveyances for refusing to pay more 
than the rate of fare prescribed by law. 
They have arrested and summoned 
from «heir homes for trial, at distant 
points, other citizens for the same of­ 
fense of refusing to pay more than the 
legal fare, putting them to as great 
inconvenience and expeuseas possible, 
and still further evincing their deter­ 
mination to make it too terrible for 
the people to dare engage in any legal 
conflict with them. 
They have combined together to de­ 
stroy competition and to practice an 
unjust discrimination, contrary to the 
expressed provisions of our constitu­ 
tion a id the spirit of our law. 
They 
have virtually cut off our trade with 
distant parts of the world by their un­ 
just discriminations and by their ex­ 
orbitant rates of freight, forcing upon 
us the alternatix-e of accumulating 
upon our hands a worthless surplus, 
or of giving tliree-fourths of the price 
our customers pay for our products for 
their transportation. 
Under the false and specious pre­ 
tence of developing the country, they 
have obtained enormous grants of 
public lands from Congress, and now 
retard rather than dex’elop its settle­ 
ment, by the high prices charged for 
such laud, 
They have 
converted the bonds 
fraudulently obtained from the gov­ 
ernment, into a great corruption fund, 
with which they are enabled to bribe 
and control legislatures, and subvert 
every branch of government to their 
own base and sordid purpose. 
They have increased the already 
intolerable burden of taxation, which 
the people have to endure, compared 
with which the tea and stam p tax 
which precipitated the war of the rev­ 
olution, seems utterly insignificant, 
by the appropriation of money from 
the public treasury, while they hax’e 
escaped taxation themselves by evad­ 
ing and violating the expressed pro- 
x’isions of their cliarlers. 
In every stage of these oppressions 
we have petitioned our legislatures for 
redress in the most* humble terms. 
Our repeated petitions have heen an­ 
swered only by silence, or by attem pts 
to frame laws that shall seem to meet 
our wants, but that are, in fact, only a 
legal snare for courts to disagree upon 
and for corporations to disobey. 
Nor liax-e we been w anting in at­ 
tempts to obtain redress through Con­ 
gress. 
W e have warned them from 
time to time of these various and re­ 
peated encroachments upon our rights; 
we have reminded them of the circum­ 
stances of our emigration and settle­ 
ment here; wo have appealed to them 
as the administrators of a free and im­ 
partial government, to protect us from 
these encroachments, which, if con­ 
tinued, would inevitably end in the 
utter destruction of those liberties for 
which our fathers gave their lives, and 
the reinstatement of privileged classes 
and an aristocracy of wealth, worse 
than that from which the war of the 
revolution freed us. They too have 
been deaf to the voice of justice and 
of duty. 
We must therefore acquiesce 
in the necessity which compels us to 
denounce their crimitial indifference 
to our wrongs, and hold them as we 
hold our legislature—enemies to the 
producer—to the monopolist frieuds. 
We, therefore, the producers of this 
State in our several counties assem­ 
bled, on this the anniversary of that 
day that gave birtli to a nation of free­ 
men and to a government of which, 
despite the corruption of its officers, 
are still so justly proud, appealing to 
the Supreme Judge of the world for the 
rectitude of our intentions.do solemnly 
declare that we will use all lawful and 
peaceable means to free ourselves from 
the tyranny of monopoly, and that we 
will never cease our efforts for reform 
until every department of our govern­ 
ment gives token that the reign of li­ 
centious extravagance is over, and 
something of the purity, honesty and 


frugality with which our fathers in­ 
augurated it has taken its place. 
T hat to this end we hereby declare 
ourselves absolutely free and inde­ 
pendent of all past political connec­ 
tions, and th at we will give our suff­ 
rage only to such men for office, from 
the lowest officer in the State to the 
President of the United States, as we 
have good reason to believe will use 
their best endeavors to the promotion 
of these ends; and for the support of 
this declaration, with a Arm reliance 
on Divine Providence, we mutually 
pledge to each other our lives, our for­ 
tunes and our sacred honor.
